New York, May 8.—German lust 
for world domination 
has 
evoked 
from Pastor Charles Wagner of Par­ 
is, author and one of the world's 
leading exponents of 
“the 
simple 
life,’’ a message to the American peo­ 
ple in which he warns against a Ger­ 
man peace and declares that “to go 
on leading a quiet life when iniquity 
J is flooding the earth is to become an 
accomplice of iniquity.” The message 
I makes a special appeal to pacifists. 
Dr. Wagner, writer of “The Simple 
Life/’ was invited recently to make a 
tour of the United States by the Na­ 
tional Committee on the 
Churches 
and the Moral Aims of the War for 
purpose of inspiring 
churches 
to 
more effective patriotic efforts. His 
health prevented him from accepting 
the invitation and he sent his “Mes­ 
sage to Americans,” instead. 
“All religious and moral motives 
unite to make us the defenders of 
right,” the message reads. “There is 
neither excuse nor escape; the man 
of violence must be overthrown if we 
would again lead a quiet and free 
life. 
If we offer peace, he will be 
our master. The world will bow be­ 
fore Goliath if he does not encounter 
his David. 
But that shall not be. 
The spirit of David is making steady 
progress; it is winning the nations. 
They understand the only way to 
save the Liberty of the world is to 
say to violence, ’Halt.' 
“It appears more dearly every day 
by the acts of our enemies, that they 
are endeavoring to achieve a world­ 
wide domination. 
They cover 
the 
falseness of their designs with the 
cloak of piety. It is in the name of 
God that they want to impose their 
tyranny and make everything give 
way and bow before them. What we 
have to face now is a fearful attempt 
to reduce mankind to 
slavery 
by 
usurping divine power itself. When 
they have covered the earth with 
blood and ruins, and 
contrived 
a 
wholesale corruption of consciences, 
they show us in one hand a glitter­ 
ing sword, and in the other an olive 
branch, the symbol of peace. 
“Who are they, those 
who 
are 
proffering peace? They are the men 
who let loose war, believing they 
would surely conquer, who violated 
the treaties they themselves had sign­ 
ed, who ransacked unoffending coun­ 
tries, who pillaged and burned towns, 
who dealt ruthlessly with the civil­ 
ians of the invaded countries, includ­ 
ing aged people, women and children. 
They need peace in order to profit 
by their booty. Those who are offer­ 
ing us peace are a highly organised 
gang of highway robbers who have 
secured enormous plufider and want 
to keep it andor the cover of treaties. 
“You men of peace, are you the 
men of such a peaee? Is it the peace 
of brave hearts, of honor and just­ 
ice, of truth, of brotherhood? No! 
It is the shameful peace of surrender 
unddr threats, of connivance with evil 
doers, a peaee which means the for­ 
saking of the oppressed, crimes un­ 
punished and the triumph of the low­ 
er instincts. 
“It is against such a peace that we 
ought to make war. Never has a mores 
sacred duty rested with the men of 
any age. . Iron fetters are ready to 
enchain Liberty in body and spirit. 
Peace, under these conditions, means 
acceptance of the Prussian military 
system in trade, industry, education, 
in the language we speak and the 
prayers we utter. 
Look at Poland, 
loow at Alsace and Lorraine! Is it 
for this that the Pilgrim Fathers left 
everything? Is it for this that Wash­ 
ington and Lincoln fought the good 
fight? Is it for this future the Amer­ 
icas mothers wish to rear their sons? 
No, a thousand times no. With such 
a possibility hanging over us like a 
threatening cloud, no peace is possi­ 
ble. 
Every upright man ought to 
say:

“‘Here I stand, I cannot do other­ 
wise. 
God help me.*”

National Congress has agreed on an 
appropriation for the aid of schools in 
eastern Oklahoma, and I am writing 
you in regard to the distribution of 
such funds. 
It has been the custom 
of the Department to give financial 
aid to only those school districts that 
are outside of incorporated towns. If 
a school district had an incorporated 
town within its bounds, such district 
was barred from receiving financial 
assistance no m atter how badly it 
?eS? *?ch help‘ 
U se€1»s to 
me that the distribution on this ba­ 
sis is unjust and unfair, and I shall 
give reasons to justify my position. 
In the first place, these incorpo­ 
r e a l lOWuS l re Within a larSe school 
district which extends into the coun­ 
try. 
These country children attend 
?n,inw,to? n' 
A great per cent of 
the tillable land of such districts is 
owned by the original Indian allot­ 
tees, which renders such land non- 
taxable. 
About as great proportion 
of the land of these districts is owned 
by Indians as in the country districts. 
As I understand it, this appropriation 
is made in lieu of the non-taxable In- 
lian lands.

to scantily equip themselves because 
they cannot raise sufficient 
funds. 
Our towns are making the supreme 
sacrifice and should be helped finan­ 
cially if there is any possible way. 
Practically all of the 
high 
school 
work done in this county Is done by 
these towns. 
Fourthly, money appropriated to 
these town schools will enable them 
to equip themselves better, thus mak­ 
ing the work stronger. 
Since the Department is unwilling 
to make an equal distribution of this 
appropriation to vUlage and 
rural 
districts let me suggest that all over 
ten (IO) mills it takes to run the 
schools of the districts containing in­ 
corporated towns 
the 
Government 
P*y half. 
This will 
enable 
towns 
with low valuations and large en­ 
rollments to maintain their schools 
without a burdensome tax levy. I ask 
that they be assisted to the full nine 
months term because they are com­ 


pelled by affiliated rules to have this 
length of term. 
I am convinced by actual experi­ 
ence that funds donated to these in­ 
corporated districts will 
yield 
the 
greatest returns.

these funds should be

Fall of a Nation,** has come to the 
front in answer to the criticisms of 
his caricature of ex-Secret&ry Wil­ 
liam J. Bryan under the name of 
Hon. Plato Barker in the film. 
The double of Bryan Is seen in the 
Dixon spectacle pocketing $500 in 
fees (payable in advance) for his 
Chautauqua peace 
sermons. 
Later 
the Honorable Barker-goes out to 
welcome with floral 
offerings 
the 
commander of an Imperial army in­ 
vading America. He tries to deliver 
another peace speech on this occas­ 
ion, but he forgets to remove his hat 
and this is rudely knocked off his 
head by the Emperor’s minions. The 
Imperial commander then consigns 
him to the army scullery where he Is 
set to peeling potatoes for the gen­ 
eral’s dinner. 
A letter-writer in the New York 
Sun says: “As a loyal American and 
a law-abiding citizen I wish to pro­ 
test against the amazing action of a 
moving picture company in holding 
up to ridicule a former secertary of 
state in a film that is designed to 
promote preparedness. 
For a long 
time I have been a believer in the 
non-censorship of films, but if there 
are to 
be 
any 
more 
deplorable 
breaches of national respect like this 
I should certainly throw my influ­ 
ence on the side of the censor move­ 
ment.” 
In reply to this and other attacks 
on the Bryan caricature, Mr. Dixon 
says in a statement addressed to the 
press generally: 
“It appears to me that the film is 
! always singled out for condemnation 
t in respect of matters that do 
not 
i start even a ripple when presented 
on the legitimate stage or in the 
funny colmns of the papers. Is 
Charles Wakefield Cadman, the writ­ 
er of The Sun Letter, aware that Mr. 
Bryan is being caricatured in almost

every summer show or prevue in the 
country? I saw him cartooned in the 
Ziegefeld Follies at New Amsterdam 
theatre the other night and in a Co­ 
lumbia theatre revue in Chicago last 
week. Every newspaper cartoonist is 
I privileged to make fun of public 
characters. Yet when a film author 
I does the same thing hands are held 
up in horror and breaches of decency 
and national respect are talked of. 
I'll wager that Mr. Cadman, had he 
looked back over his files of The 
Sun and The Evening Sun, would 
have discovered pictorial and literary 
ridicule of Bryan far exceeding any­ 
thing I have 
attempted 
on 
the 
screen. 
“My answer to the charge is sim­ 
ply that all the statements of fact 
implied in my caricature are true. 
Resigning from the office of secre­ 
tary of state, Mr. Bryan, so to speak,

emolument of $500 per lecture. He 
raised the price, generally collected 
the money in advance ,and put the 
other Chautauqua speakers in the 
shade so that many o f' them could 
not obtain engagements. The theme 
of his oratory ^was ’Peace’, and he 
WAS surrounded by groups of ad­ 
miring women and children just as 
he is shown to be in the picture. The 
part of the caricature referring to 
the future is a likely forecast of what 
would happen should such an orator 
present to an invading army his 
Uptopian peace proposals.

I had a funny sinking sensation in 
my atomach, and my tin bat felt as lf 
It welfhed dbout a ton and my entbusi- 
aam was malting sway. Old Pepper 
must have heard the sergeant speak 
becaoae be turned in his direction aud 
te a thonderlng ▼oice asked: 
-THmt did yon eay r 
The^wigeant with a scarlet look on 
his face and his knees trembling, 
•maray saluted aud answered: 
*Tlothlng; air.** 
Old Pepper said:

ap the ground In a dido of a radlas off 
bedeen ten to fifteen yards. 
They 
oleo have a parachute star shell wbkh, 
after reaching a height of about sixty 
feet, exploden A parachute unfolde 
sud slowly Hosts to the grouod, light­ 
ing up a large circle In No Man's Land. 
The offidal nome off the star shell Is 
a **Very-lisht” Very-Ughts are used 
to prevent night ^surprise attacks on 
the trenches. If a star shell falls In 
front of yon, or between yon and the 
German lines, yon are safe from detec­ 
tion, as the enemy cannot see yon 
throngh the bright curtain of light. 
But if It falls behind you and, as Tom 
my saya, "you get lo the star shell 
aone” then the fun Hegins; you have 
to lie fist on your stomach aud remain 
absolutely motionless unt^ the light off 
the shell dies out. This takes any< 
where from forty to seventy seconds. 
If you haven't time to fall to the 
gnfund you most remain absolutely 
still in whatever position yon were In 
when the light exploded; It is advis­ 
able not to breathe, os Frits has an 
eye Uke an eagle when he thinks yon 
are knocking at his door. When a star 
shell is bnming in Tommy's rear he 
can hold his breath for a w*eek. 
TOU blacken your face and hands so 
that the light from the star shells will 
not reflect on your pale fOce. In a 
trench raid there Is quite sufficient 
reason for your face to be pale. If yon 
don’t believe me, try It just once. 
Then another reason tor blackening 
your face and hands Is that, after you 
have entered the German trench at 
idght, "white face’* means Oermsns,

a traverse you see a white face in 
front of yon.

A Utile later we arrived at the com­ 
munication trench named

In our rear were four stretcher hear­ 
ers sod a corporal of the R. A. M. C. 
esrrying a pouch containing medicines 
and first-aid appUances. 
Kind off a 
grim reminder to us that our expedi­ 
tion was not going to be exsctly a pic­ 
nic. The order of things was reversed. 
In dviUan life the doctors generally 
come first, with the undertakers tag­ 
ging in the rear and then the insnr- 
ance man, bot in our case, the under­ 
takers were leading, with the doctors 
trailing behind, minus the insurance 
adjuster. 
The presence of the R. A. M. C. men 
did not seem to disturb the raNers, be­ 
cause many a Joke made in an under­ 
tone, was passed along the winding 
column, as to who would be first to 
take a ride on one of the stretchers. 
This was generally followed by a wish 
that, if you were to be the one, the 
wound would be a "cushy BUM>ty 
one.” 
The stretcher bgsrers, no doubt, 
hoping that, lf they did have to cany 
anyone to the rear, be would be small 
and light Perliapa they loeked at me 
when wishing, because I could feel an 
uocomfortabla, boring aenaatiop be­ 
tween nor ■hooldar hladea. They got 
their wish aU right 
Going up this trench, ahoot ovsry 
sixty yards or so wa woald porn a lone­ 
ly sentry, who In a whisper woald 
wMi os "the beet o^ lack, mnlen.” Wa 
woald Mind at him under our breatha; 
that Jonah phrase to os sounded vary 
omtnona. 
Without any casualties the minstrel 
troop arrived at Snlclda dttch, the 
front-line trench. Previously, a wiring 
party of the Royal Hngtnasra had cut 
a lane throughmir barbed wlra to ca 
able us to get out Into No Man's Land. 
Crawling throngh this lane, our 
party of twenty took up an extended- 
order formation ^bout one yard apart 
We had a tap code arranged tor our 
movements while In No Maa*a Land, 
because for various reasons It Is not 
safe to carry an a haatad eonvcraatleo 
a few yards In front off Flits* linaa. 
The officer was on tbs right off toe 
line, whfle I was on the extrsma toft 
Two taps from the right would be 
pafwed down toe line anti I received 
them, then I would send back one tap.

A ftcr getting Tommy Into a mess on 
the w«‘stem front he is generally told 
that he Is "on his own.” This means, 
Save your skin In any way possible.” 
Tommy loves to he "on his own” behind 
toe I h ^ hot not during a trench raid. 
The star shells from tbs Ctorraan* 
lirnw were fMHng In front of us, there­ 
fore we were safe. Aftmr about twen­ 
ty minutes we entered the star shell 
cone. A star te ll from the German 
lln<-s fell about five yards In the rear 
and to toe right off me; we bugged the 
ground and hcM oar breath until It 
burned out. The smoke from the alar 
shell traveled aloag the ground and 
crossed over the mlddto off our line. 
Some Tommy socete- 
amoke had 
gotten ap Ma nooa. We croutoed on 
toe ground eortef the offender nnder 
our breath, and wattad thawolky that 
generally ensdcn when the Oavmmis 
have h<mrd a nolae ta No lfaa% Land. 
Nothing happened. We rccMved two 
taps and crawled forward stowly for 
five yards; no doubt the officer be­ 
lieved w'hat Old Pepper bad said, "Per­ 
sonally I hrileve thai that part of the 
German trench Is unoccupied.” By be-

flares. In the glaring light we were 
confronted by the following unpleaaaat 
scene. 
All along toe German trench, at 
about three-foot intervals, stood a big 
prussian guardsman with his rifle at 
the aim, and then we found out why 
we had not been challenged when the 
man sneesed and the barbed wire had 
been improperly cot About three feet 
In front of the trench they had con­ 
structed a stUgle fence of barbed wire 
and we knew our chances were one 
looaand to one off retl tnlng alive. | of me sevetml soldiezs in cMored kUts 


Ing careful and remaining motionless 
when the star shells fell behind UA we 
reached the German barbed wire with­ 
out mishap. Then the fun began. I 
was scared stiff as It Is ttckHsh work 
cutting your way through wire when 
about thirty feet in flout of you there 
is a line of Boches lookiog out into No 
Man's I.and with their rifles lying 
across the parapet, straining « very 
sense to see or hear what is going on 
In No Man's Land; because at night 
Frits m-ver kuowa when a bomb vith 
his name and numbw on It will come 
hurtling through the air aimed in the 
direction off Berlin. The man on the 
right, one man Ip toe center and my­ 
self on the extreme left were cqoipiwd 
with wire cutters. These are Insulated 
with soft rubber not because the Ger­ 
man wires are charged with electricity, 
but to prevent the cutters rubbing 
aguiiist the barbed wire stakes, which 
are of iron, and making a noise 
which may warn the inmates of the 
trench that someone Is getting fresh 
in their front yard. There Is only one 
way to cut a^arhcd wire wtthout noise 
and through costly experience Tommy 
has become an expert In doing (his. 
You roust grasp the wire about two 
Inches from the stake In your right 
hand and cut between the stake and 
your hand. 
If you cut a wire improperly, a 
loud twang wtU ring out on the ^ h t 
air like the snapping of a 
ban|o 
string. Perhaps this noise can he 
heard only for fifty or seventy-five 
yards, but In Tommy's mind It makes 
a loud notaa la Berlin. 
We bad cot a laiXLAhoat halfway 
through the wire when. down the cca- 
ter of our Une, twang! went an im­ 
properly cat wire, We crouched down,

When I came to. heil was let loose. 
An Intense holtoardment was on, and 
on toe wholelny peritteo was deddad- 
ly unpleasant 
T h ^ soddenly, our 
barrage ceased. The alienee almost 
hurt, but not for long, because Frits 
turned loose with shrapnel, machine 
gui^ and rifle fire. Then aU along our 
Uue'came a cheer and our boys came 
over the top In a charge. The first 
wove was composed of “Jocks.” They 
wercLS magniflcent rite . kilts, flapidqg 
In the wind, bare knees showing, and 
their bayonets gllstentng. In the first 
wave that passed my sheQ hole, one tf 
the "Jocks,” an Imraense fellow, about 
rix feet two inches In b eite Jumped 
r ite over me. On the right and left 


We coaid not rush their trench on ac- 
ceunt off this second defense. Than 
front ef mc the challenge, "Halt,” 
given In Eiifllrii rang out, and coe of 
ie finest things I hove ever heard on 
the western ffont took place. 
From the middle of our Une some 
Tommy anavered the chaUenge with, 
Aw, go to h—L” It most have been 
toe man who had sneesed or who had 
improperly cut the barbed wire; he 
wanted to show Frits that he could 
die game. Then came the volley. Ma­ 
chine guns were turned loose and sev­ 
eral bombs were thrown In our rear. 
The Boche In front of mo was looking 
down his right. 
This fellow might 
have, under ordinary circumstances, 
leen handsome, but when I viewed him 
from'the front of his rifle he had the 
gobUns of childhood Imagination rele­ 
nted to the shade. 
Then came a flash in front of me, the 
tare of his rifle--and my head seemed 
so burst. A buUet had hit me on the 
left ride of my face about half an 
neb from my eye, smashing the cheek 
bones. I put my hand to my face and 
fell forward, biting the ground and 
kicking my feet. I thought I was dy­ 
ing, but, do you know, my past Ufe did 
not unfold before me the way It does 
LU novels. 
The blood was streaming down my 
tunic, and the pain was awful. When 
catoe to I said to myself, "Emp, old 
boy, you belong In Jersey City, and 
you'd better get back there as quickly 
as possible.” 
The bullets were cracking overhead. 
I crawled a few feet back to the Ger­ 
man barbed wife, and In a stooping po­ 
sition. guiding mj'self by the wire, I 
went down the Une looking for the 
ane' we had cut through. 
Before 
reaching this lane I came to a limp 
form which seemed like a bag of oats 
hanging over the wire. 
In the dim 
Ught I could see that Its hands were 
blackened, and knew it was the bhdy 
of one of my mates. I put my hand 
on his head, the top of which had been 
blown off by a boml^ My fingers saqk 
Into the hole. I palled my hand back 
full of blood and brffins, then I went 
craxy with fear and horror and rushed 
along the wire uutU I came to our 
ane. I had Just turned down this lane 
when Bomethiag inside of me seemed 
to say, "Look aronnd.” I did so; a bul­ 
let caught me on toe left shoulder. It 
did not hurt much. Just felt as if some­ 
one had punched me In the back, and 
then my left ride wgnt numb. My arm 
was dangling like a rag. I fen forward 
In a sitting position. But all the fear 
had left me and I was consumed with 
rage and cursed the German trenches. 
With my right hand I felt in my tunic 
for my first-aid or shell dressing. In 
feeling over my tunic my hand came 
in contact with one of the iHunbs which 
I carried. Gripping It, I pulled the pin 
out with my teeth and blindly threw it 
towards the German trench. I must 
have been out of my head, because I 
was only ten feet from the trench and 
took a chance of being mangled. If 
the bomb bad failed to go into the 
trench I would have been blown to 
bits by the explosion of my own bomb. 
By the flare of the explosion of the 
bomb, which luckily landed In their 
trench, I saw one big Boche throw up 
his arms and fall .backwards, while his 
rifle flew into thh air. Another one 
wilted and fell forward across the 
sandbags—then blackness. 
Realizing what a foolhardy and risky 
thing I had done, I was again seized 
with a horrible fear. I dragged myself 
to my feet and ran madly down the 
lane throurii the barbed wire. stum­ 
bling over cut wires, tearing my uni­ 
form, and lacerating my hands and 
legs. Just as I was about to reach 
No Man's l4Uid again, that some voice 
seemed to say, "Tam around.” I did 
so, when, "crack,” another bullet 
caught me, this ttme In the left shoul­ 
der about one-half Inch away toom the 
other wound. Tbenjt was taps for me. 
The lights went o u t' 
When I came to I was crouching in 
a hole In.No Man's Land. This shell 
bole was about three feet deep, to that 
It hrouMtt my bead a Jpw Inchto briow 
the level ct the grouin. How I reoted 
toil horn I will neytr know. Gevnian 
"typewriters” were traversing back 
and forth In No Man's Land, the bul­ 
lets* biting the edge of my shell hole 
and throwing dirt all over me. 
Overhead shrapnel was bursting, 
t could bear the fragments slap tho 
ground. Then I.went out once more. 
When I canyp to everything was rilenee 
and darkness In No Man's Land. I 
was soaked with blood and a big flap 
from the wound ta my cheek was hang­ 
ing over my month. The Mood run- 
ttiog from this flap choked me. Out of 
the corner of r^y month I would try 
nod blow it back,, but It would not 
move. I reached for my shell dressing 


were hnddled oirtke ground, then oveg 
came the second wave, also "Jocks.” 
One young Scottie, when ho come 
abreast of my shell hole, leaped into 
the air, his rifle ^fhootlng out of his 
hands, landing about six feet In front 
of hln^ bayonet first, and stuck In the 
ground, the butt trembling. This Im­ 
press^ ne greatly. 
Right now I con see the butt off that 
gun trembling. The Scottie miule a 
complete turn in the abr, hit the 
ground, rolling over twice, each time 
clawing at the earth, and then re­ 
mained still, about four feet from me, 
in a sort of rittlug position. I called to 
him, "Are you hurt badly. Jock!” but 
no answer. He was dead. A dark red 
smudge was coming through hts tunic 
right under the heart. The blood ran 
down his hare knees, making a horrible 
right. On his right ride he carried bls 
water bottle. I was craxy for a drink 
and tried to reach this, but for the Ufe 
of me could not negotiate that four 
feet. Then I heoune unconscious. 
When I woke up I was In an advanced 
first-aid post. I asked the doctor if 
we had taken the trench. "We took 
the trench and the wood beyond, all 
right,” he said, "and you feUows did 
your bit; but, my lad, that was thlfty- 
six hours ago. You were lying in No 
Man's Land In that bally hole for a day 
and a half. It’s a wonder you are aUve;” 
He also told me that out of the twenty 
that were In the raiding party, seven­ 
teen were killed. The officer died of 
wounds in crawling back to our trench 
and I was severely wounded, but one 
fellow returned without a scratch, with­ 
out any prisoners. No doubt this chap 
mas the one w'ho had sneezed and im­ 
properly cut the barbed wire. 
In the official communique our treudi 
raid was described as follows: 
VAH quiet on the western front, ex­ 
cepting in the neighborhood of Gom- 
mecourt w’ood, where one of our raid­ 
ing parties penetrated into the German 
lines.” 
It is needless to say that we had ao 
use for our persuaders or come-alongs, 
as we broute back no prisoners, and 
until I die Old Pepper's words, "Per­ 
sonally I don't believe that that part 
of the German trench Is occupied,” will 
always come to me when I hear some 
fellow trring to get away with a fishy 
statement I will Judge It aceffitSngty.
